Beloit college in 1866 and receivec 
his Master's -degree there in 1869 
He did' graduate work at the 'Uni 
versity of Michigan the same year 
and in 1882 took his Doctor's degree 
from Wisconsin and-Michigan. 


He received his LL. D. in 1887 a 


Michigan,. Beloit-and Columbia. The 
degree 
of Doctor of Science was 


granted at Wisconsin in 1904 anc 
Illinois the following year. • • 


As a teacher -he started at 
the 


Whitewater -normal, where he serv- 
ed-.as professor of "natural- science 
from 1869-to 1873. He returned to 
Beloit as professor of geology from 
1873 to-1882. He served the uni- 
versity first as assistant geologist 
and then as chief geologist and be- 
came president in 1887.

' Thd establishment of public com 
fort otations in every city and vil- 
lage in Wisconsin, a new municipa 
function, created by the last legis- 
lature, is now effective with fHe is- 
suance today of the Wisconsin Pub- 
lic Comfort Station 
code'. Copies 


were. sent by the state board of 
health to all municipalities. The 
code was compile'd by the bureau of 
domestic sanitary engineering under 
the direction of Frank E. King. 


This is the first state to make 


such requirements. The basis for 
the law is public health. Affected 
by it are 463 municipalities. Those 
iaving water and sewerage systems 
are required to install water-flushed 
facilities; others are permitted to 
supply stations o_f the outside vault 
type. Construction, equipment and 
maintenance must follow 
specific 


regulations laid down by the code.
